There s considerable differ­ 
ence of op inion, though, relative to 
the best system of handling our 
near-ml laity of Uesp e: ately tick­ 
lish foreign lelationsbip s. 
Of cuuiac, a committee chair­ 
man, in either house of congress, 
casts only his individual vote when 
an issue's balloted on, 
Neverthe­ 
less, be does exercise a good bit 
more than the average lawmak­ 
e r s influence along Hie line of leg­ 
islation that hi* p articular com­ 
mittee is recognized as sp ecializ­ 
ing on. 
Well, when Chairman Key Pitt­ 
man of the senate s foreign affairs 
committee 
died 
not 
long 
ago, 
Senator Walter F. George succeed­ 
ed him. 
Chairmanship vacancies 
almost invariably are filled on a 
seniority basis. 
It urn t an inflex­ 
ible rule, but it’s seldom disre­ 
garded. Senator Pat Harrison was 
Senator George's senior, but Pat 
already

chairman and p referred to remain 
so, and it isn’t customary for any 
senator to hold more than
